Lee Baker Just Another 
Negro On Plantation 


A few days ago Lee Baker, to 
his associates on the 
Trailback 
Plantation, was just another negro 
cotton picker, and not an extra 
good one at that. Today his name 
is on the tongue of every police­ 
man and detective in St. Louis. A 
large part of the State Patrol has 
taken a hand in the hunt for the 
gunmen who tried to 
kill 
this 
state’s witness to a bombing case. 
Governor Lloyd Stark and 
Col. 
Marvin Casteel, head of the State 
Patrol, have denounced the out­ 
lawry that almost cost the life 
of this person who, as a dutiful 
citizen, was to testify against 
a 
notorious gangster. 
What type of man was this 39- 
year-old negro, known 
as 
Lee 
Baker in this area 
and 
Louis 
Baker in St. Louis? 
Lee Nall, negro preacher who 
lived with Baker at a 
boarding 
house on the plantation and who 
knew him probably as 
well 
as 
anyone in the neighborhood, de­ 
scribed Baker to the Standard as 
being just an ordinary worker, no 
different from the hundreds 
of 
others in the cotton fields. 
“He wore clothes like a cotton 
picker, and he went out in 
the 
fields for the whole day, just like 
the rest of us,” Nall said. Appar­ 
ently there was nothing to 
set 
Baker off as different from the 
other negroes—nothing that would 


have revealed his connection with 
the St. Louis bombing case. 
It is not unusual 
for 
strange 
negroes to drift into the territory 
during cotton season. They come 
from Arkansas and 
the 
South, 
from other farms in this section 
and even from St. Louis and the 
north, although the few from St. 
Louis questioned said 
they 
did 
not know Baker there. 
Asked how Baker acted while 
at the plantation, Preacher Nall 
said: 
“He was jolly and cheerful. But 
sometimes his eyes 
would 
dart 
around, as if he was 
afraid 
of 
something.” 
At the boarding house of George 
Henry “Trouble” Buford, a fair­ 
ly large frame structure, painted 
white, located a half-mile east ot 
the gin. Baker and about a dozen 
othei negroes lived. 
Baker lived 
in a log-cabin like affair, known 
as the “bull pen”, at the rear of 
the house, where cots were fixed 
for four or five sleepers. 
That Baker went 
to unusual 
lengths to “lose” himself in the 
cotton land until his trial came 
up is evinced by the fact that he 
wandered 
around 
considerably 
since St. Louis police last 
June 
advised him to hide out for safety. 
He had been at the Buford house 
only three weeks, coming 
there*

Monday by W. P. An­ 
derson of St. Louis, president of 
the board of supervisors of 
the 
district. 
Reports of 
accomplish­ 
ments of the past year 
will 
be 
read. 
The burning of the old bonds, 
whose aggregate sum is $10,995,- 
233, m arks the culm ination of the 
refinancing program of the 
dis­ 
trict, 
whereby 
the 
landowners 
have been able 
to 
reduce 
the 
bonded indebtedness against their 
land many millions of dollars. 
The Little River District 
ob­ 
tained an authorized loan of $2,- 
405,500 from Reconstruction 
Fi­ 
nance Corporation to refinance its 
bonded 
indebtedness. 
As 
evi­ 
dence of the loan, RFC required 
the District to issue its 
new' 
or 
Scries “A” refunding bonds in the 
sum of $2,405,500, being the exact 
amount of the 
authorized 
loan. 
These refunding bonds were de­ 
livered to the 
Federal 
Reserve 
Bank of St. Louis, as the agent of 
RFC, on Friday, and the district 
received in return all of its out­ 
standing or old bonds that have 
been acquired through the money 
loaned by RFC.

the original or old bonds so ac­

‘Hopper Danger Still 
Lingers in State 


Columbia, 
Mo., 
Nov. 21.—Fall 
surveys indicate that Missouri is 
not entirely out of the woods so 
far as possible grasshopper dam 
age is concerned, despite the fact 
that infestation during the 1938 
growing season was not so 
great 
as expected, George Jones, ento­ 
mologist of the Missouri College of 
Agriculture, has indicated. 
Jones said that the 
November 
survey uncovered more than nor 
mal num bers of 'hopper eggs, but 
the infestation apparently is not 
as heavy as that which prevailed 
last year. 
The northw est, south- 
central and southeast regions pro­ 
vided the greatest egg count. 
The 
entomologist 
added 
that 
weather played a big part in stop­ 
ping 1938 dam age from the pests, 
as the wet spring killed many of 
the ’hoppers after they left 
the 
egg stage. At that, 31,000 farm ers 
in 108 counties spread 4000 tons 
of poison bait, halting 
incipient 
crop dam age estim ated at $2,000,- 
000.
